Space Needs and Goals”: 

Preserve, maintain, and enhance existing open spaces, inciuding watersheds, 
water bodies, and natural areas. 

The application is due to the Community Preservation Committee by 2/22. She 
forwarded the RFP to the Commission via email and will send addendum. 

Ms. Garnett asked that a working group review the submittals for the RFP; Mr. Nonni, 
Karen Grossman (Friends of Spy Pond Park), Wayne Chouinard (Town Engineer), Mr. 
Tirone and Ms. Garnett will be on this working group. 

Action Item: Mr. Stevens asked Mr. D. White, as a liaison to the Open Space 
Committee, to write Letter of Support for the Spy Pond study project.
